The report on the administration of the Jail Department in the Presi- 
dency of Bengal for the year 1928. 


READ ALSO— ; 
The reports for the years 1926 and 1927 and the resolutions of Govern- 
ment thereon. 


1. The average daily population in the jails of Bengal was 14,005 in 
1928 against 13,536 in 1927 and 12,771 in 1926. Out of the population of 
14,005, 11,021 were male convicts and 106 female convicts. e number 
had slightly fallen by the end of the year. Y 


2. For the past ten years there has been a steady improvement in the 
health of prisoners. The average daily number of sick per thousand of the 
jail population, which for the years 1919-23 was over 40, fell to 297 in 
1928—the lowest on record. The death rate was 13°5 per mille, which is 
the lowest figure on record except that of 1925 when the rate was 130. The 
improvement is mainly attributable to the decrease in the number of mala- 
“ah and dysentery cases: the latter disease, which in former years was a 
serious menace, has been subdued by improvements in the water oa and 
more eflective sanitary measures. Cases of tuberculosis were in 1928, as in 
the previous year, higher in number, though there were fewer deaths. __ 

8. The total cost of | meopae 4 and maintaining prisoners rose from 
Rs. 25,09,958 to Rs. 25,55,477. The greater part of the increase is due to 
an increase in the cost of feeding prisoners. 

4. The a’ period of detention of prisoners awaiting trial is less 
satisfactory than year. In sessions cases it has risen from 42°17 to 
45°38 a in oe cases from:19°86 to 21°48 days. In Krish- 
nagar, wan and , the average period for sessions cases was over 
10 weeks, and in Rajshahi it was as much as 100 days. The attention of 
the Judicial Department will again be drawn to these delays.
